ALEXANDRIA, Va. (AP) — 
Paul M ana fort's protege 
wrapped up his testimony 
Wednesday after implicat¬ 
ing the former Trump cam¬ 
paign chairman and him¬ 
self in financial crimes while 
also enduring stinging at- 
tackson his character and 
credibility. 

Rick Gates has been the 
government's star witness in 
M ana fort's financial fraud 
trial, testifying how, at the 
behest of his longtime boss, 
he helped conceal millions 
of dollars in foreign income 
and submitted fake mort¬ 
gage and taxdocuments. 
Defense lawyers saw an 
opening to undermine his 
testimony by painting him 
as liar and a philanderer, 
getting him to admit to an 
extramarital affair and re¬ 
minding jurors how he had 
lied to special counsel Rob¬ 
ert Mueller's team while 
working out a plea deal for 
himself. 

The testimony, stretching 
a cross three days, created 
an extraordinary court¬ 
room showdown between 
the two formerTrump cam¬ 
paign aides who were in¬ 
dicted together by Muel¬ 
ler but who have since 
opted for radically different 
strategies: Manafort is the 
lone American charged 
by Mueller to opt for trial, 
whereas Gates pleaded 
guilty and agreed to coop¬ 
erate by testifying against 
hisformerboss. 

Neither man was charged 
in connection with their 
Trump campaign work, 
but the trial has nonethe¬ 
less been a distraction 
for a president who in¬ 
sists Manafort was treated 
shabbily and who contin¬ 
ues to publicly fume about 
Mueller's investigation into 
potential ties between his 
associatesand the Kremlin. 
Prosecutors sandwiched 
the testimony of Gates 
around other witnesses 
who, in sometimes dry 
and detailed testimony, 
described M ana fort's lav¬ 
ish spending and use of 
offshore accounts to stash 
Ukrainian political consult¬ 
ing fees. 

A clothier said he sold 


Manafort more than 
$900,000 in luxury clothes, 
a bookkeeper says she 
helped disguise foreign in¬ 
come as a loan to reduce 
Mana fort's tax burden and, 
on Wednesday, an FBI fo¬ 
rensic accounting special¬ 
ist said Manafort hid more 
than 30 offshore accounts 
in three types of c urrenc ies 
from the IRS. 

Overall, the accountant 
traced more than $65 mil¬ 
lion flowing into offshore 
accounts controlled by 
Manafort, and she detailed 
for jurors how more than 
$15.5 million flowed out to 
fund his lavish lifestyle be¬ 
tween 2010 and 2014. 

But it was Gates' testimony 
that has so far generated 
the most drama, as the wit¬ 
ness admitted embezzling 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars from his boss, con¬ 
fessed to an extramarital 
affair and turned in spec¬ 
tacular fashion against a 
longtime mentor. 
Prosecutors relied on Gates 
to provide direct, first-hand 
support of the accusations 
against Manafort. 

He told jurors how he dis¬ 
guised millions of dollars in 
foreign income as loans in 
order to lower Manafort's 
tax bill. He recounted how 
he and Manafort used 
more than a dozen off¬ 


shore shell companies and 
bank accounts in Cyprus to 
funnel the money, all while 
concealing the accounts 
and the income from the 
IRS. 

Prosecutors sought to soft¬ 
en the blow of the cross- 
examination by asking 
Gates to acknowledge his 
own crimes, including a lie 
to Mueller's team in Febru¬ 
ary. But Gates nonetheless 
faced aggressive question¬ 
ing by Manafort's lawyer, 
Kevin Downing, who atone 
point asked him, "After all 
the lies you've told and the 
fraud you've committed, 
you expect this jury to be¬ 
lieve you?" 

Downing made one last ef¬ 
fort Wednesday to erode 
Gates' credibility as he 
tried to confront him over 
whether he had engaged 
in four extramarital affairs, 
instead of just the one that 
he had admitted to earlier 
in the tria I. 

But after a lengthy confer¬ 
ence between lawyers, 
Downing asked Gates only 
about the time span of his 
"secret life." 

Gates replied, "I made 
many mistakes over many 
years" before he stepped 
down from the witness 
stand. 

Downing also sought to 
counter earlier testimony 


that Manafort had encour¬ 
aged Gates to deceive 
authorities. He got Gates 
to acknowledge that 
Manafort told him to be 
truthful about offshore shell 
companies and bank ac¬ 
counts during a 2014 inter¬ 
view with the FBI. 

The interview was part of 
an FBI investigation that 
sought to recover assets 
looted from the Ukrainian 
government underthe rule 
of former President Viktor 
Yanukovych. 

Gates said under question¬ 
ing Wednesday that he 
told FBI agents and J ustice 
Department lawyers about 
some of the offshore com¬ 
panies that contained mil¬ 
lions of dollars in proceeds 
from their Ukrainian politi¬ 
cal work. 

But prosec utorGreg Andres 
followed up by suggesting 
that Gates and Manafort 
were not fully truthful. 

"Did you tell the FBI that 
there was hidden income 
in those accounts?" Andres 
asked. 

"No, I did not," Gates re¬ 
sponded. 

Once Gates finished testi¬ 
fying, prosecutors resumed 
trying to make their case 
through documentary 
evidence to demonstrate 
Manafort's control of off¬ 
shore bank accounts con¬ 


taining millions of dollars. 
None of those accounts 
were reported to the IRS as 
required by U.S. law. 

An FBI forensic accountant, 
Morgan Magionos, told ju¬ 
rors bank records from Cy¬ 
prus, St. Vincent and the 
Grenadines and the United 
Kingdom revealed the ac¬ 
counts were connected to 
Manafort and his associ¬ 
ates 

She said Manafort's pass¬ 
port was used to open 
many of them in U.S. dollars, 
eurosand British pounds. 
Using charts, emails and 
financial and tax records, 
Magionos told jurors how 
she traced millions of dol¬ 
lars of payments for mort¬ 
gages, home improve¬ 
ments, rugs and clothes 
back to his hidden foreign 
bank accounts. In one 
case, she alleged that for¬ 
eign accounts were used 
by Manafort to pay for 
more than $3.5 million in 
home improvements. 
Konstantin Kilimnik, a man 
prosecutors say has ties to 
Russian intelligence, was 
also among the beneficial 
ownersof some ofthe com¬ 
panies Kilimnik is charged 
along with Manafort with 
witness tampering in a sep¬ 
arate case. Gateswasalso 
listed as an owner of sev¬ 
eral ofthe accounts. 

Also Wednesday, an IRS 
agent, Michael Welch, tes¬ 
tified that Manafort didn't 
report at least $16 million 
on his tax returns between 
2010 and 2014. He also 
said Manafort should have 
reported multiple foreign 
bank accounts to the IRS in 
those yea is.

The indictment charges 
Collins, his son and the 
father of the son's fiancee 
with conspiracy, securities 
fraud, wire fraud and 
making false statements to 
the FBI. 

Speaking to reporters 
in Buffalo hours after his 
release on bail, Collins, 68, 
professed his innocence 
and said he would remain 
on the ballot for re-election 
this fa II. 

"I believe I acted properly 
and within the law at all 
times," he said. "I will mount 
a vigorous defense in 
court to clear my name. 

I look forward to being 
fully vindicated and 
exonerated." 

Prosecutorssaid thecharges 
stem from Collins' decision 
to share with his son insider 
information about Innate 
Immunotherapeutics Ltd., 
a biotechnology company 
headquartered in Sydney, 
Australia, with offices in 
Auckland, New Zfealand. 
Collins was the company's 
largest shareholder, with 
nearly 17 percent of its 
shares, and sat on its board. 
According to the 

indictment, Collins 

was attending the 

Congressional Picnic atthe 
White House on June 22, 
2017, when he received an 
email from the company's 
chief executive saying 
that a trial of a drug the 
company developed to 
treat multiple sclerosis was 
a clinical failure. 

Collins responded to the 
email saying: 'Wow. Makes 
no sense. How are these 
results even possible???" 
the indictment said. 

It said he then called his 
son, Cameron Collins, and, 
after several missed calls, 
they spoke for more than 
six minutes. 

The next morning, 
according to the 
indictment, Cameron 
Collins began selling 
his shares, unloading 
enough over a two-day 
period to avoid $570,900 
in losses before a public 
announcement of the 
drug trial results. After 
the announcement, the 
company's stock price 
plunged 92 percent. 
Prosecutors said the son 
passed the information to 
a third defendant, Stephen 
Srsky. Their combined 


trades avoided more 
than $768,000 in losses, 
authorities said. They said 
Srsky traded on it and 
tipped off at least three 
others 

U.S. Attorney Geoffrey S. 
Berman,a Republican,said 
Collins was supposed to 
keep the trial results sec ret. 
"Instead, he decided to 
commit a crime," he said. 
"Representative Collins, 
who, by virtue of his office, 
helps write the laws of this 
country, acted as if the law 
did not apply to him." 
Collins, a conservative first 
elected in 2012to represent 
parts of western New York 
between Buffalo and 
Rochester, has vehemently 
denied wrongdoing. When 
the House EthicsCommittee 
began investigating the 
stocktradesa yearago, his 
spokeswoman called it a 
"partisan witch hunt." 

All three defendants 
pleaded not guilty and 
were freed on $500,000 
bail. 

In his Buffalo news 
conference, Collins 

acknowledged being 
disappointed that Innate's 
drug trials did n't go well. 
'We firmly believed we 
were on the verge of a 
medical breakthrough," he 
said. 

But he said that even after 
learning of the setback, "I 
held on to my shares rather 
than sell them" as the law 
required. 

He said the decision not 
to sell cost him millions of 
dollars. 

'That's OK," he said. 'That's 
the risk I took." 

Collins has remained a 
vocal Trump supporter, 
most recently calling 
for an end to special 
counsel Robert Mueller's 
probe into possible 
campaign collusion and 
blaming Barack Obama's 
administration for failing to 
push backon Russia. 

On Wednesday, House 
Speaker Paul Ryan, a 
Republican, said he was 
removing Collins from 
the House Energy and 
Commerce Committee, 
calling insider trading "a 
clear violation of the public 
trust." 

In a written statement 
Wednesday, House 

Minority Leader Nancy 
Pelosi, D-Calif., said the 
charges against Collins 
"show the rampant 


culture of corruption and 
self-enrichment among 
Republicans in Washington 
today." 

Collins ran unopposed in 
the Republican primary 
and holds what's largely 
considered a safe 
Republican seat in a state 
that went to Democratic 
presidential nominee Hillary 
Clinton in 2016. He's being 
challenged in November 
by Democrat Nate 
McMurray. 

McMurray said Collins has 
brought shame to the 
region, but he stopped 
short of saying he should 
resign. 

'That's his decision to 
make. I'll leave it up to him, 
but I know what I would 
do if I was in his place," 
said McMurray, the town 
supervisor in the Buffalo 
suburb of Grand Island. 

The advocacygroup Public 
Citizen filed a request for 
an investigation of Collins' 
stock dealings with the 
Office of Congressional 
Ethics and the Securities 
and Exchange Commission 
in J anuary 2017. 

Tom Price, who was 
Trump's first secretary of 
the Department of Health 
and Human Services, also 
came under scrutiny for his 
purchases of Innate stock 


while he was a Republican 
member of Congress from 
Georgia. Democrats made 
an issue of Price's purchase 
at his Senate confirmation 
hea rings in ea rly 2017, after 
the Wall Street Journal 
reported that company 
officials had said Price was 
allowed to buy the stocks 
at a low price. Price, who 


bought about 400,000 
shares of the stock, said 
he'd learned of the firm 
through Collins but said 
the price he received was 
available to any investor. 
Price resigned as health 
secretary last September 
under criticism for taking 
pricey charter flights at 
taxpayers' expense.□

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

There's a bonder crisis in 
Pennsylvania. The radical 
left is surging in New Jer¬ 
sey. And Nancy Pelosi is a 
threat to New York. 
Republican candidates in 
the nation's premiere mid¬ 
term battlegrounds have 
embraced a central mes¬ 
sage in their fight to main¬ 
tain the House majority this 
fall — and it has little to do 
with the surging economy 
or the sweeping tax cuts 
that the GOP celebrated 
as a once-in-a-generation 
achievement just eight 
monthsago. 

Instead, as Republicans 
enter the final month of 
the primary season, they're 
looking ahead to a gener¬ 
al-election strategy of em¬ 
bracing anxiety as a tool 
to motivate voters. That 
was clear this week as the 
GO P's closing message 
in an Ohio special elec¬ 
tion questioned Democrat 
Danny O'Connor's connec¬ 
tion to Pelosi, the House 
Democratic leader and 
preferred super villain for 
Republicans. 

"We wish it got the pitch 
forks out and it doesn't," 
GOP ad maker Will Ritter 
said of the Republican tax 
cuts. 

Some Republican strate¬ 
gists are frustrated the par¬ 
ty isn't focused on the tax 
law or the broader health 
of the economy in the run¬ 
up to Election Day. Others 
concede that in the Trump 
era, there's no better moti¬ 
vator than fear of the other 
side, particularly the pros¬ 
pect of Pelosi returning to 
the speaker's chair. 

The plan had some success 
in Ohio: The race was too 
close to call Wednesday 
as Republican Troy Balder¬ 
son maintained a razor-thin 
advantage overO'Connor, 
staving off an embarrass- 


whether Republicans will 
maintain control of Capitol 
Hill after November. 

While Republicans are re¬ 
luctant to engage on tax 
cuts, it's a fight Democrats 
— and their voters — want. 
'The tax cuts were for the 
top ... income earners,"said 
George Stringer, a 58-year- 
old Democrat who lives in 
Detroit. 'The rich keep get¬ 
ting richer, the poor keep 
getting poorer." 

In Ohio, which hosted 
the season's final special 
election, O'Connor railed 
against the tax cuts as a 
giveaway to the rich that 
threatened Medicare and 
Social Security. While his 
Republican opponent may 
prevail, the 31-year-old 
Democrat trailed by less 
than 1 percentage point 


appeared in a late ad sit¬ 
ting next to his ailing moth¬ 
er and promising that he 
wouldn't dismantle the so¬ 
cial safety net. 

It's somewhat similar to 
the problems Democrats 
faced in 2010, when they 
controlled the White House 
and Congress and man¬ 
aged to pass the most sig¬ 
nificant health care legisla¬ 
tion since the creation of 
Medicare and Medicaid. 
They celebrated with Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama in the 
Rose Garden, only to run 
from it in the midterm elec¬ 
tions that became a disas- 
terforthe party. 

President Donald Trump, 
plagued by scandal and 
wed to hisTwitteraccount, 
sits a top the struggle.

ate the swing voters who 
tip battleground House dis¬ 
tricts 

'This is political malprac¬ 
tice," he said. 'You can't 
find me a time in modem 
times when the economy 
was this strong and the 
governing party washead- 
ed toward a potential po¬ 
litical disasterlike this." 
Republicans a re also reluc¬ 
tant to embrace their tax 
cuts because the benefits 
don't change the house¬ 
hold budget for many 
Americans. The party pre¬ 
dicts that will change next 
year when families file their 
first tax returns under the 
new law. But as elector¬ 
al strategy, that's akin to 
Democrats in 2010 insisting 
voters would like the health 
care law once they under¬ 


stood it. 

The tax debate comes 
amid new evidence of a 
Democratic surge in early 
elections a cross America. 
Michigan Democrats will 
feature the state's first all¬ 
female statewide ticket this 
November following Tues¬ 
day's primary elections 
Democrat Rashida Tlaib 
also won a race to run un¬ 
opposed for the Detroit-ar- 
ea House seat vacated by 
John Conyers, making her 
poised to become the first 
M uslim wo ma n in C o ng ress 
In Kansas, 38-year-old at¬ 
torney Sha rice Davids won 
her congressional primary 
and became the state's 
first Native American and 
gay nominee forCongress. 
Both Davids and Tlaib 
campaigned aggressively 
against the Republican tax 
cuts. 

Beyond avoiding the tax 
law, there has been a con¬ 
sistent theme for Republi¬ 
cans across House battle¬ 
grounds: casting the Dem- 
ocratastoo liberal. 

A National Republican 
Congressional Committee 
ad in Ohio tied Democrat¬ 
ic candidate O'Connor to 
Pelosi and 'the liberal re¬ 
sistance movement." A su¬ 
per PAC backed by House 
SpeakerPaul Ryan charged 
that it was O'Connor who 
would cut Social Security 
and Medicare by $800 bil¬ 
lion; fact checkers have 
questioned the accuracy 
of the attack. 

In central Kentucky, GOP 
Rep. Andy Barr is remind ing 
voters that Amy McGrath, 
a former fighter pilot, vot¬ 
ed for President Barack 
Obama and opposes 
Trump's proposed border 
wall. In suburban Pennsyl¬ 
vania, vulnerable Repub¬ 
lican Rep. Brian Fitzpatrick 
has warned of "a border 
in crisis" and demanded a 
surge of immigration en¬ 
force me nt a g e nts.Q

Immigration raids in Nebraska, Minnesota taiget businesses

OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — A 

large federal law enforce¬ 
ment operation conduct¬ 
ed Wednesday targeted 
businesses in Nebraska and 
Minnesota that officials say 
knowingly hired — and mis¬ 
treated — immigrants who 
are in the U.S. illegally. 

The investigative a rm of U.S. 
Immigrations and Customs 
Enforcement — Homeland 
Security Investigations — 
led the operation that saw 
about a dozen businesses 
and plants raided and 17 
business owners and man¬ 
agers indicted for fraud, 
wire fraud and money 
laundering. 

Of those, 14 were taken 
into custody Wednesday 
and three were still being 
sought. Authorities also ar¬ 
rested more than 130 work¬ 
ers at various businesses, 
busing them to Grand Is¬ 
land, Nebraska, to be ques¬ 
tioned and processed. 
Mostofthe arrestsoccurred 
in northern Nebraska and 
southern Minnesota. Sev¬ 
eral of the businesses were 
in O'Neill, Nebraska, a town 
of about 3,000 about 160 
miles(260 kilometers) north¬ 
west of Omaha. Officials 
said they were still looking 
to take three owners or 
managers into custody as 
partofthe operation. 
Special agent in charge 
Tracy Cormier described 
the operation asone of the 
largest in Homeland Secu¬ 
rity Investigations' 15-year 
history. Between 350 and 
400federal, state and local 
law enforcement officers 
worked together on the ar¬ 
rests, she said. 


Ihe focus of the operation 
is unusua I in that it ta rgeted 
business operators for ar¬ 
rest. Most immigration raids 
have targeted workers 
suspected of being in the 
country illegally. 

'The whole investigation 
was initiated, basically, be¬ 
cause we knew that these 
businesses were cheating 
these workers and cheat¬ 
ing taxpayers and cheat¬ 
ing their competition," 
Cormiersaid. 

"The businesses engaged in 
a scheme that used fraud¬ 
ulent names and Social 
Security numbers to em¬ 
ploy people in the country 
illegally, she said. The busi¬ 
nesses used 'force, fraud, 
coercion, threat of arrest 
and/or deportation" to ex¬ 
ploit the workers, Cormier 
sa id. The business that hired 
out the immigrants also 
forced the workers to cash 
their paychecks with that 
business for an exorbitant 
fee, officials said, and with¬ 
held taxes from workers' 
pay without paying those 
taxesto the government. 

"It kind of reminds us of the 
revival of the old 'company 
store' policy, where it used 
to keep the coal miners in¬ 
debted to the company for 
all kinds of services ... like 
check cashing," she said. 
Also arrested were 133 
workers suspected of be¬ 
ing in the country illegally, 
according to ICE. Some 
will be issued noticesto ap¬ 
pear before an immigra¬ 
tion judge and released, 
while those with criminal 
backgrounds will remain in 
ICE custody. 

The raidscome asPresident 
Donald Trump's administra¬ 


tion has been carrying out 
high-profile immigration en¬ 
forcement actions against 
employers. 

Dozens of workers were ar¬ 
rested at a meatpacking 
plant in rural Tennessee in 
April, followed by agents 
rounding up more than 
100employeestwo months 
laterat an Ohio gardening 
and landscaping compa¬ 
ny. 

Immigration officials have 
also beefed up audits of 
companies to verify their 
employees are authorized 
to work in the country. Of¬ 
ficials opened 2,282 em¬ 
ployer audits in the first 
seven months of this fiscal 
year, many after audits at 
100 7-Eleven franchises in 
17 states in J anuary. 

On Wednesday, investi¬ 
gators served warrants at 
Elkhom River Farms, hy¬ 


droponic tomato grower 
O'Neill Ventures, La Herra- 
dura restaurant and gro¬ 
cery store El Mercadito, all 
in O'Neill. A private ranch 
outside O'Neill also was 
searched. 

No phone number could 
be found for El Mercadito. 
Calls to the other busi¬ 
nesses went unanswered 
or messages left were not 
returned.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 

Ohio had authority to cal¬ 
culate a giant online char¬ 
ter school's funding using 
student participation data 
rather than only enroll¬ 
ment, the state Supreme 
Court ruled Wednesday in 
the latest blow to the now- 
dismantled e-school. 

The Electronic Classroom of 
Tomorrow, which had been 
among the nation's largest 
virtual schools, closed to 
its roughly 12,000 students 
in January but remains of 
interest to prosecutors re¬ 
viewing audit findings and 
politicians raising account¬ 
ability issues in a midterm 
election year. 

The Associated Pressreport- 
ed in April allegations by 
a former ECOT employee 
thatthe school intentionally 
inflated attendance data 
in onderto draw more state 
money, a claim largely vali¬ 
dated in state audit findings 
that have been referred to 
criminal investigators 
ECOT had argued in court 
that Ohio's Department of 
Education overstepped its 
authority when it used stu¬ 


dent learning time to deter¬ 
mine the school owed the 
state a $60 million refund 
from the 2015-16 school 
year. But justices sided with 
the state in a 4-2 decision 
affirming a lower court's 
ruling, concluding the de¬ 
partment acted within its 
authority underOhio law. 


'We determine that (the 
law) is unambiguous and 
authorizes ODE to require 
an e-school to provide 
data of the duration of a 
student's participation to 
substantiate that school's 
funding," Justice Patrick 
Fisc her wrote for the major¬ 
ity. 

ECOT attorney Marion Little 
said the school was disap¬ 
pointed but would contin¬ 
ue to pursue its administra¬ 
tive challenges to the Edu¬ 
cation Department in lower 
courts. 

'The two dissenting opin¬ 
ions extensively detail why 
ECOT should have pre¬ 
vailed and why ECOT, the 
auditor's office, even ODE, 
had alwaysapplied an en¬ 
rollment methodology," he 
said. 

The department had ar¬ 
gued that ECOT was inter¬ 
preting state law as though 
it could receive full public 
funding for students with¬ 
out providing documen¬ 
tation to prove they were 
being educated. An at¬ 
torney representing the 
department during argu- 
mentsatthe court in Febru¬ 
ary likened the situation to 
the Internal Revenue Ser¬ 
vice accepting a person's 
expenses at face value for 
yearsand laterasking them 
for receipts as documenta¬ 
tion. 

"Ultimately, this is what's 


best for students and tax¬ 
payers alike," said Brittany 
Halpin, the department's 
spokeswoman. 'We're 
pleased the Ohio Supreme 
Court agreed with the de¬ 
partment's interpretation 
of the law and we remain 
committed to ensuring that 
all community schools re¬ 
ceive their correct fund¬ 
ing." 

The high court conclud¬ 
ed that when lawmakers 
stated each student could 
receive no more than 10 
hours of credit per school 
day, they set up a need for 
documentation of students' 
activities 

'This calculation can be 
made only by referring to 
records that contain evi¬ 
dence of the duration of 
a student's participation 
in learning opportunities," 
Fisc her wrote. 

J usticesTemence O'Donnell 
and Sharon Kennedy dis¬ 
sented, arguing their col¬ 
leagues were misinterpret¬ 
ing the 10-hour limit. They 
urged the Legislature to 
clarify the law. Justice Pat 
DeWine, whose fatheristhe 
Republican nominee for 
governor, recused himself 
in the case. 

Little, ECOTs lawyer, said 
Wednesday's ruling leaves 
Ohio's e-schools without 
any specific standard or 
rule to follow in onderto re¬ 
ceive state dollars. 
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'There's nothing that informs 
an e-school asto the stan¬ 
dard that must be met to 
receive funding, nor, given 
that the school funding is 
to 'follow the child, 1 is the re 
any answerfrom ODE asto 
what happens to the state- 
mandated funding for an 
e-school student who, for 
example, misses a day of 
school because of illness," 
he said. 

Democrats who have ar¬ 
gued fortransparency and 
accountability at ECOTfor 
years immediately jumped 
on the ruling as a victory. 
"Senate Democrats have 
been saying for years that 
ECOT and other public¬ 
ly funded online charter 
schools need to be held 
accountable, and the Su¬ 
preme Court's decision to¬ 
day confirms that we were 
right," said state Sen. Joe 
Schiavoni, a Youngstown- 
area Democrat. 

The state had determined 
that ECOT should repay 
about $60 million in unsub¬ 
stantiated funding from 
2015-16 and $19 million 
more from the following 
year. The cash-strapped 
school shut down after the 
state started recouping 
money, which left students 
scrambling for other op¬ 
tions mid-school-year. 
Noting that many students 
turned to ECOT because 
illnesses, disabilities, bully¬ 
ing or other circumstances 
made traditional school 
environments challeng¬ 
ing for them, some of the 
students refused to return 
to briek-and-mortar public 
schools and instead en¬ 
rolled at other e-schools or 
tried homeschooling. 

ODE has said thousands of 
ECOT students switched to 
other schools. 

Some of them expressed 
hope of returning to ECOT 
if it could reopen, but the 
lengthy legal battle and 
the auctioning of ECOTs 
equipmentand otherprop- 
erty and sale of its building 
seem to have sunk those 
prospects.

last year. Only one orga¬ 
nize r of last summer's ra lly in 
Charlottesville seems intent 
on publicly marking the an¬ 
niversary. J a son Kessler has 
vowed to press a head with 
plans for an Aug. 12 rally 
in Washington, D.C., after 
Charlottesville denied him 
a permit. Authorities faced 
unrelenting criticism for 
their handling of last year's 
rally and an independent 
review that found serious 
police and government 
failures in responding to 
violence at the "Unite the 
Right" rally. It drew hun¬ 
dreds of white nationalists 


from across the country to 
the Virginia college town. 
Chaos erupted before the 
event even began, with 
participants and counter¬ 
protesters brawling in the 
street. Later, a woman was 
killed when a card rove into 
a crowd protesting against 
the white nationalists, and 
dozens more were injured. 
Ihe man accused in that 
attack, James Alex Fields 
of Ohio, hasbeen charged 
with first-degree murder.

Ihe independent review

The 
city attorney took a new 
job, the city manager'scon- 
tract was not renewed, a 
spokeswoman quit and the 
police chief, who was50 at 
the time, retired after less 
than two years on the job.

Court uphold sex-Stanford swimmer's sex assauttconviction

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — An 

appeals court on Wednes¬ 
day rejected a formerStan- 
ford University swimmer's 
bid fora new trial and up¬ 
held his sexual assault con¬ 
viction. 

"The three-judge panel of 
the 6th District Court of 
Appeal in San Jose ruled 
Wednesday that there was 
"substantial evidence" that 
Brock Turner received a fair 
trial. 

In 2016, a jury convicted 
Turner of sexually assaulting 
an intoxicated and uncon¬ 
scious woman outside an 
on-campusfratemity party. 
The Associated Press 
doesn't generally identify 


sexual abuse victims. 

J udge Aaron Persky reject¬ 
ed a prosecutor's demand 
for a lengthy prison term 
and instead sentenced 
Turner to six months in jail. 
He was released from jail in 
September 2016 after serv¬ 
ing three months. 

In December 2017, Turner 
appealed the conviction, 
arguing he didn't receive a 
fair trial. 

Judge Franklin Elia writing 
for the unanimous panel 
said there was "substantial 
evidence" to support the 
conviction, including "sub¬ 
stantial evidence" to show 
Turner knew his victim was 
unconscious when he as¬ 
saulted her. 

Persky's sentence sparked

Turner could petition the 
California Supreme Court 
to considerhisappeal.Turn¬ 
er's attorney Eric Multhaup 
didn't return a phone call 
Wednesday. 

Stanford law professor Mi¬ 
chelle Dauber, who led the 
judge's recall campaign, 
called on Turner to drop 
any furtherappeals.

a coup in September 1973. 
Her father, Gen. Alberto 
Bachelet, was imprisoned 
fortreason foropposing the 
coup and then-23-year-old 
Michelle and her mother 
were tortured in a secret 


prison fortwo weeks before 
they fled into exile. Follow¬ 
ing months of torture, her 
father died of cardiac ar¬ 
rest in March 1974. 

Bachelet has also been a 


pioneer for women and 
women's rights as a pedia¬ 
trician, a moderate social¬ 
ist politician, and a single 
motherof three. 

She was the first female 


president of Chile, in 2006- 
2010, and was tapped by 
then Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-moon to be the first 
head of UN Women, an 
agency that was created 


in J uly 2010 by the General 
Assembly to combine four 
U.N. bodies dealing with 
gender equality and the 
advancement of women 
undera single umbrella. 

In 2013, Bachelet returned 
to Chile to run for president 
again and was elected 
and served a second term 
in 2014-2018. 

Before Gute me s' announce¬ 
ment, Kenneth Roth, ex¬ 
ecutive director of Human 
Rights Watch, said: "If se¬ 
lected, Bachelet will be 
taking on one of the world's 
most difficult jobs at a mo¬ 
ment when human rights 
are under widespread at¬ 
tack." 

"As a victim herself, she 
brings a unique perspec¬ 
tive to the role on the im¬ 
portance of a vigorous 
defense of human rights,"

UK prince, prime minister mark centenary of Battle of Amiens

Britain's Prince William and 
Prime Ministerfheresa May, 
joined by ministers and 
ambassadors from Allied 
countriesand a formerGer- 
man president, marked on 
Wednesday the centenary 
of the Battle of Amiens— a 
short, bloody and decisive 
confrontation in northern 
France that heralded the 
end of World Warl. 

Chilling readings by May 
and others recounted the 
Allied offensive in the eyes 
of those who fought, in¬ 
cluding a private, a tank 
captain, a commander 
present in the pre-dawn 
hours of Aug. 8, 1918 for 
the opening salvos of the 
combined air and ground 
assault by soldiers from Brit¬ 
ain, Australia, Canada, the 
United States and France. 
They quickly began to push 


back German troops to 
turn the tide on the Western 
Front. 

Each country was repre¬ 
sented at the commemo¬ 
ration of the battle that is 
widely seen as a turning 
point, leading to the four- 
month-long Hundred Days 
Offensive, a string of battle¬ 
field successes that led to 
the Allied victory conse¬ 
crated three months later 
by the Nov. 11 Armistice. 
Also present was former 
German PresidentJ oachim 
Gauck. 

Prince William, the Duke 
of Cambridge, addressing 
the gathering, hailed 'the 
cooperation without which 
victory was impossible." 

"It is entirely fitting, there¬ 
fore, that today that same 
international coalition has 
returned to Amienswith our 
former enemy, in peace 
and partnership,"he said. 


A British youth choir took 
part in the moving cere¬ 
mony under the towering 
columns of the vast 13th 
century Amiens Cathedral, 
which was sandbagged at 
the time to protect it dur¬ 
ing a series of battles in the 


northern Picardy region. 
The emblematic cathedral 
now contains a Chapel of 
the Allies. 

William and May lingered 
after the nearly 90-min- 
ute ceremony to talk with 
people in attendance, ap¬ 


parently descendants of 
soldiers who fought in the 
Battle of Amiens, as they 
were scheduled to do. 

The Battle of Amiens saw 
tensofthousandsof sold iers 
pour into the region, more 
than 1,900 French and Brit¬ 
ish aircraft and more than 
500 tanks from Britain's Tank 
Corps. 

The momentum from the 
first day of battle contin¬ 
ued and convinced the 
Germans that the war was 
unwinnable. 

'The effect of the war was 
moral and not territorial,"

Italy isn't part of the 2015 
deal under which the Unit¬ 
ed States and other world 
powers eased economic 
sanctions in exchange for 
curbson Iran's nuclear pro¬ 
gram, but the Italian gov¬ 
ernment did support the 
accord when itwassigned. 
Trump pulled out of the 
deal earlier this year, and 
this week the United States 
re-imposed sanctions 
Referring to U.S. intelligence 


on Iran's nuclear situation, 
Conte said, "I asked Presi¬ 
dent Trump to share ele¬ 
ments of concern."The two 
leaders met at the White 
house last week. 

Pressed to be more spe¬ 
cific, Conte replied that in 


his meeting with Trump: "I 
did n't take a specific stand. 
I sa id we a re willing to eva I- 
uate the necessity to take 
more rigorous stances if the 
(nuclear) accord is shown 
to be ineffective." 

'We are waiting to have el¬ 


ements" of intelligence, the 
premier said, adding that 
Italy would like to evaluate 
it with itsEU partners. 

The European Union has 
staunchly defended the 
2015 nuclear accord, 
which was signed by Chi¬ 


na, France, Germany, Rus¬ 
sia, Britain and the United 
States. Trump has raised 
the possibility of retaliation 
against companies which 
do business with Iran. 

Italy traditionally has been 
a major trading partner 
with Iran. But Italian energy 
giant ENI earlier this year 
closed down its business in 
Iran, and Fiat Chrysler Auto¬ 
mobiles long ago reduced 
exposure there. 

Conte said Italy will be "hy¬ 
per-sensitive" to repercus¬ 
sions on Italian businesses 
and would act to "limit as 
much aspossible the nega¬ 
tive impact," saying there 
have already been signs 
indicating such an impact. 
According to the Italy-lran 
Chamber of Commerce, 
Italian exports to Iran in 
2017 were worth 1.7 bil¬ 
lion euros ($1.9 billion), with 
machinery being the main 
product to be exported, 
followed by power gen¬ 
erators, chemical products 
and pharmaceuticals. Ital¬ 
ian imports from Iran, main¬ 
ly crude oil, were worth 3.4 
billion euros ($3.9 billion).Q 


Australia's most populous slate 
entirely in drought 


CANBERRA, Australia (AP) 

— Australia'smost populous 
state was dec la red entirely 
in drought on Wednes¬ 
day and struggling fanners 
were given new author¬ 
ity to shoot kangaroos that 
compete with livestock for 
sparse pasture during the 
most intense dry spell in 
more than 50 years. 

Much of Australia's south¬ 
east is struggling with 
drought. But the drought 
conditions in New South 
Wales state this year have 
been the driest and most 
widespread since 1965. 


The state government said 
Wednesday that 100 per¬ 
cent of New South Wales' 
land area of more than 
800,000 square kilometers 
(309,000 square miles) was 
now in drought. 

Primary Industries Minister 
Niall Blair said fanners were 
enduring one of the driest 
Southern Hemisphere win- 
terson record. 

'This is tough. There isn't a 
person in the state that isn't 
hoping to see some rain for 
our farmers and regional 
communities," Blair said in a 
statement. Farm reservoirs 


have dried up and crops 
a re fa iling. State a nd feder- 
al governments are provid¬ 
ing financial help, but not 
enough for many fanners. 
With dry conditions fore¬ 
cast to continue for the 
next three months, fann¬ 
ers had to decide whether 
to continue the expensive 
and laborioustaskof hand¬ 
feeding cattle and sheep 
or sell their livestock. The 
government would have 
been better off subsidizing 
professional shooters to re¬ 
duce kangaroo numbers 
more humanely, he said.Q

AHIHUD, Israel (AP) — An¬

Now, the 51-year-old law¬ 
yer, a member of Israel's 
Arabic-speaking Druze mi¬ 
nority, finds himself on the 
front lines of a different 
and unlikely battle — lead¬ 
ing a campaign against a 
contentious new law that 
critics say sidelines minority 
groups. 

Tens of thousands of Druze 
Israelis, along with Jewish 
supporters, thronged a Tel 
Aviv square on Saturday 
night in a rare demonstra¬ 
tion against government 
policy by the typically 
muted community. Saeb 
and Amal Assad, a retired 
brigadier general, led the 
protest. 

For Saeb, the campaign 
is especially painful. "The 
Druze minority is fiercely 
loyal to the state and well- 
integrated in society, yet its 
members feel betrayed by 
the new "Nation-State" law. 
"We don't think it's good for 
the Jewish people. It's not 
good for the state of Isra¬ 
el," he told The Associated 
Press at his office, which 
has been turned into the 
"Headquarters of the Na¬ 
tion-State Law Protest." 
Israeli and multicolored 
Druze flags covered nearly 
every inc h of the wa Ms, a nd 
his desk was stacked with 
posters bearing a Jewish 
Star of David in the Druze 
colors: green, red, yellow, 
blue and white. 

The law, sponsored by 
Prime Minister Benjamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu's Likud party and 
passed by parliament last 
month, endorsed the coun¬ 
try's identity as the nation¬ 
state of the J ewish people. 
But it also downgraded 
Arabic from an official lan¬ 
guage to one of "special 
standing" and emphasized 
"developing Jewish settle- 
mentasa national value." 
Advocatesof the law say it 
merely enshrines the state's 
existing character and up¬ 
holds the rights of minor¬ 
ity groups in a democratic 


society. But critics say it 
turned the country's Arab 
minority — 20 percent of 
the population — into sec¬ 
ond-class citizens. The law 
has faced both civil oppo¬ 
sition and legal protests, in¬ 
cluding multiple challenges 
in the Supreme Court. 
Netanyahu's government 
hashad a strained relation¬ 
ship with much of the Arab 
minority. Many oppose his 
hard-line policies toward 
their Palestinian brethren 
in the West Ba nk a nd G a za 
or remain scarred by his 
2015 election-day attempt 
to galvanize supporters by 
warning that Arabs were 
voting in "droves" 

But the backlash among 
the Druze is surprising and 
potentially politically dam¬ 
aging. 

"The Druze belong to a small 
secretive sect that splin¬ 
tered off Shiite Islam in the 
Middle Ages, with popu¬ 
lations concentrated in 
the mountainous areas of 
Lebanon, Syria and Israel. 


Less than 1 percent of the 
population, Israel's 130,000 
Druze carry outsized influ¬ 
ence in the country. 

Unlike the M uslim a nd C hris- 
tian Arab minorities, Israeli 
Druze are drafted to the 
military and many strongly 
identify as Israeli. Most live 
in hilltop towns and vil¬ 
lages in the Galilee, where 
memorials honor the more 
than 500 Druze soldiers and 
police officers killed in the 
line of duty. 

They have risen to senior 
military positions and have 
served as senior ministers 
and diplomats. 

Saeb said there was no 
conflict between his Israeli 
and Druze identities, liken¬ 
ing it to the dual identity of 
AmericanJ ews How would 
they feel, he asked, if the 
U.S. passed a law stating 
the country was a Christian 
nation? 

'We Druze decided before 
the foundation of the state 
(in 1948) to go with the 
J ews, and if the J ews bite 


the dust, we go down with 
them," Saeb said. 'We're 
not connected to the J ews 
to protect them, we don't 
serve the Jews. We're not 
loyal temporarily. We're 
loyal to our home. This is my 
home." 

Speakers at Saturday's rally 
said that special relation¬ 
ship between the J ewsand 
Druze had suffered a major 
blow because of the Na¬ 
tion-State Law. 

A handful of Druze soldiers 
in the Israeli military criti¬ 
cized the law on social me¬ 
dia, breaking military rules 
that prohibit soldiers from 
expressing political opin¬ 
ions. 

Lt. Amir J mall wrote in a 
post directed at Netan¬ 
yahu that he, his brothers, 
and father a II served in the 
military and in return are 
treated like "second class 
citizens" by the law. 

"I don't want to continue 
and I am sure that hun¬ 
dreds of other people will 
stop serving and be re¬ 


leased from the military 
because of your decision," 
Jmall said. He did not re¬ 
spond to requests to be in¬ 
terviewed. 

Anat Baeeny Kara, a Druze 
woman volunteering in the 
protest campaign, said her 
17-year-old son is set to 
enlist in the Israeli military 
next year, and feared the 
nation-state law would tum 
Israel into a "racist state." 

"I always wanted my son 
to have a military career. I 
want him to safeguard the 
country's security." She said 
she's still telling her son he 
must serve, "but there's a 
feeling of being a merce¬ 
nary, of notbeing an equal 
citizen." 

Netanyahu met last week 
with Druze leaders in a bid 
to assuage concerns. Ac¬ 
cording to Israeli media 
reports, Netanyahu cut the 
meeting short after Assad, 
Saeb's fellow protest lead¬ 
er, warned the law would 
"lead to apartheid." 

Despite the rally, Netan¬ 
yahu doubled down on his 
defense of the law on Sun¬ 
day, saying it doesn't harm 
any citizens and wasneed- 
ed to "ensure the future of 
Israel as the state of the 
Jewish people for genera¬ 
tions to come." 

Saeb says the law could 
be fixed by adding one 
clause: "equality for all citi¬ 
zens." 

The protest leaders have 
called for Israel's decla¬ 
ration of independence, 
which enshrines protection 
of minority rights, to sup¬ 
plant the new legislation. 
Issued in May 1948, it pro¬ 
claimed the country asthe 
Jewish homeland, rebuilt 
after2000 yearsof exile. But 
it a Iso called for the "devel¬ 
opment of the country for 
the benefit of all its inhab¬ 
itants." It guarantees "com¬ 
plete equality of social and 
political rights to all inhabit¬ 
ants irrespective of religion, 
race, orsex." 

Saeb said that he him¬ 
self has never 'felt second 
class" as a Druze in Israel, 
and his qualm is solely with 
government polic ies. 

"I'm fighting so that the 
state doesn't become sec¬ 
ond-class, because laws 
like this tum it into second- 
class state," he said.Q

Zimbabwean opposition official denied asylum, being deported

A top Zimbabwean opposi¬ 
tion official fled to Smbia 
on Wednesday but was de¬ 
nied asylum and is expect¬ 
ed to face arrest at home 
as concerns rose over a 
government crackdown 
after last week's disputed 
presidential election. 

Tendai Biti, a formerfinance 
ministerand a leaderofthe 
opposition Movement for 
Democratic Change, said 
he isgoing to be deported, 
according to Dewa Mavin- 
ga, southern Africa director 
with Human Rights Watch. 
Mavhinga said Biti told 
him: "It looks like they have 
made a decision to hand 
us back to the junta. We 
are truly in God's hands" 
Smbia's foreign minister, 
Joseph Malanji, said the 
reasons Biti gave for seek¬ 
ing asylum "did not have 
merit, so he is being held in 
safe custody and we are 
trying to take him back to 
Zimbabwe." As legal and 
rightsactivistsattempted to 
puttogetheran urgentap- 
peal, they questioned how 
an asylum case could be 
processed in mere hours 
Biti's plight follows scenes 
of the military opening fire 
in the streets of Zimbabwe's 
capital a week ago, killing 
six people, and growing 
opposition claims of ha¬ 
rassment. The events have 
challenged assertions by 
newly elected President 
Emmerson Mnangagwa of 
a 'flowering"ofdemocracy 
after longtime leader Rob¬ 
ert Mugabe stepped down 
in November under military 
pressure. 

Ihe MDC has denounced 
Mnangagwa'sJ uly 30 elec¬ 


tion victory as fraudulent 
and vowed to challenge it 
in court this week. 

Biti, one of the most vocal 
government critics, had 
declared before the of¬ 
ficial election results were 
announced Friday that 
opposition leader Nelson 
Chamisa had won, a claim 
also made by Chamisa 
himself. 

"In a normal country, 
Chamisa would be sworn in 
right now," Biti told reporters 
a day afterthe election. 
The Zimbabwe Electoral 
Commission has said it is 
illegal to release results 
before its own official an¬ 
nouncement. 

Mnangagwa was more 
restrained during the vote 
count, saying only that the 
situation looked positive. 
However, some reporting in 
state-run media declared 
him the winner before the 


commission did. 

Ihe opposition has seven 
days from the commis¬ 
sion's announcement to 
file a court challenge, and 
Chamisa lawyer lhabani 
Mpofu said the MDC will 
do so. That would delay 
Mnangagwa's inaugura¬ 
tion planned for Sunday. 

Biti was named along with 
Chamisa in a search war¬ 
rant issued last week that 
said they and several oth¬ 
ers were suspected of the 
crimes of "possession of 
dangerous weapons" and 
"subversive mate rial" a swell 
as "public violence," ac¬ 
cording to a copy seen by 
Ihe Associated Press. 

Police raided the MDC 
head quarters Aug. 2, a day 
afterthe military rolled into 
Harare and dispersed op¬ 
position protestensby force, 
killing six people. They had 
been angered overthe an¬ 


nouncement that Mnan¬ 
gagwa's ^NU-PF party 
had won most of the seats 
in parliament. 

"We condemn the murders 
of compatriots We call for 
restraint," Biti tweeted after 
the crackdown. 

Biti's arrest and the crack¬ 
down by the security ser¬ 
vices "have exacerbated 
an already volatile situa¬ 
tion," said Piers Pigou, se- 
niorconsultant forsouthem 
Africa for the International 
Crisis Group. 'This raises fur¬ 
ther concerns about the 
direction the government 
is moving at a time it needs 
to be providing leadership 
forall Zimbabweans." 
Chamisa on Wednesday 
night denounced the treat¬ 
ment of Biti, calling the 
"persecution" of him and 
otheropposition leaders by 
the state "unjustified & un¬ 
acceptable." 


International election ob¬ 
servers and Human Rights 
Watch have condemned 
the violence and intimi¬ 
dation against opposition 
supporters, urging secu¬ 
rity forces to use restraint. 
Mnangagwa badly needs 
the approval of the foreign 
election observers to show 
the vote was credible so 
that international sanctions 
against the southern Afri¬ 
can nation could be lifted. 
Under Mugabe, Zimbabwe 
was dogged by charges 
of rigged and fraudulent 
elections, along with vio¬ 
lence against opposition 
figures. In one of the most 
famous incidents, opposi¬ 
tion leader Morgan Tsvan- 
girai suffered a fractured 
skull and internal bleeding 
in 2007 when he and other 
MDC leaderswere arrested 
and beaten. He died of 
cancerearlierthis year. 

'We are back to 2008," 
said Zimbabwean political 
analyst Alexander Rusero, 
referring to violence that 
marked that year's elec¬ 
tions "Violence is the only 
language that this regime 
understands but these ac¬ 
tions are killing any hopes 
of re-engaging with the 
West." 

Biti had said months before 
the election that the Zim¬ 
babwean military wa sea st¬ 
ing a shadow over hopes 
forgenuine reform. 

He said that while the oust- 
erof Mugabe after37years 
in powerwaswelcome, the 
militarytakeoverthat led to 
his resignation set a dan¬ 
gerous precedent for the 
involvement of generals in 
civilian affairs.

In addition to seeking the 
arrest of Julio Borges, the 
court also called for the 
prosecution of anotherop-

position lawmaker, Juan 
Requesens, who police de¬ 
tained a day earlier. 

The moves threaten to 
deepen the country's po¬ 
litical crisis as opposition 
lawmakers accuse the 
government's ruling part of 
using the alleged attack to 
clamp down on the oppo¬ 
sition. 

Video circulating Tuesday 
on social media showed 
Venezuela's political po- 
lice arresting Requesens, a 


29-year-old deputy in the 
opposition-controlled Na¬ 
tional Assembly. Support¬ 
ers say he was kidnapped 
from his apartment. 

On Wednesday, the su¬ 
preme court ordered the 
arrest of Borges, accusing 
him of 'flagrant crimes," in¬ 
cluding public incitement, 
treason to the fatherland 
and the attempted homi¬ 
cide against Madura. 

During a national television 
broadcast Tuesday, Mad¬ 
ura accused Requesens 
and Borgesof complicity in 
weekend drone explosions 
that he contends were an 
attempt on his life. Borges 
has been living in exile in 
Colombia. 

The head of Venezuela's 
pro-govemment consti¬ 
tutional assembly said he 
would have the body take 
up a proposal to strip both 
lawmakersoftheirimmunity 
protections, drawing cries 
from anti-govemment law¬ 
makers that such a move 
would be unconstitutional. 
Madura said statements 
from some of the six sus- 
pects arrested earlier have 


implicated the two law¬ 
makers, as well as key fi¬ 
nanciers. 

'Several of the declarations 
indicated J ulio Borges The 
investigations point to him," 
Madura said during Tues¬ 
day's broadcast, though 
he provided no details of 
Borges' alleged role. 

Borges, who lives in exile 
in the Colombian capital, 
Bogota, rejected the ac¬ 
cusations on Twitter, saying 
Madura was trying to cast 
blame forVenezuela 'seco- 
nomic crisis that has includ¬ 
ed cash shortages, hyperin¬ 
flation and rampant unem¬ 
ployment. 'You're not fool¬ 
ing anybody," Borges said, 
calling the drone attack a 
'farce" staged to justify the 
persecution of opponents. 
Two drones armed with ex¬ 
plosives detonated near 
Madura as he spoke dur¬ 
ing a military celebration 
Saturday evening. Images 
on live television showed 
Madura and his wife look¬ 
ing up at the sky as the first 
drone exploded, sending 
hund red s of so Id ie rs sc ra m- 
bling for safety. 


The six suspects arrested 
earlier face charges of 
treason, attempted murder 
and terrorism. Investigators 
have linked a total of 19 
people to the attack, Chief 
Prosecutor Tarek William 
Saab said Wednesday. 
Critics of Madura's socialist 
government said immedi¬ 
ately afterthe drone explo¬ 
sions that they feared the 
unpopular leader would 
use the incident as an ex¬ 
cuse to round up oppo- 
nentsashe seeks to damp¬ 
en spreading discontent 
over Venezuela's devastat¬ 
ing economic collapse. 

As elected lawmakers, 
Borges and Requesens en¬ 
joy immunity from prosecu¬ 
tion underVenezuelan law. 
But Diosdado Cabello, the 
powerful leader of the rul¬ 
ing United Socialist Party of 
Venezuela and president 
of the National Constitu¬ 
tional Assembly, said in a 
tweet that he planned to 
introduce legislation strip¬ 
ping them and any other 
lawmakers accused in 
the alleged attack of this 
protection.^ 


Argentine Senate begins debate on historic abortion law

BUENOS AIRES Argentina 
(AP) — Argentina's Senate 
on Wednesday began de¬ 
bating a bill that would le¬ 
galize elective abortion in 
the first 14 weeks of preg¬ 
nancy in the homeland of 
Pope Francis, setting up a 
vote that could reverber¬ 
ate around the region. 

The lower house of Con¬ 
gress has already passed 
the measure and Argen¬ 
tine President Mauricio 
Macri says he will sign it if 
approved by the Senate. A 
vote could come Wednes¬ 
day or early Thursday. The 
Senate also could modify 
the bill and return it to the 
lowerhouse. 

Argentina now allowsabor- 
tion only in casesof rape or 
risks to a woman's health 
and activists say 3,000 
women have died of illegal 
abortions since 1983. Op¬ 
ponents, meanwhile, insist 
life begins at conception 
and complain the bill could 


force doctors to perform 
the procedure even when 
they believe it is hazardous. 
The issue has bitterly divid¬ 
ed Argentines, pitting con¬ 
servative doctors and the 
Roman Catholic Church 
a gainst feminist groups and 
other physic ians. 

Hundreds of physicians 
have staged anti-abortion 
protests, in one case laying 
their white medical coats 
on the ground outside the 


presidential palace. Femi¬ 
nist groups, in turn, have 
held protests, often wear¬ 
ing green that symbolizes 
their movement or outfits 
based on author Margaret 
Atwood's 'The Handmaid's 
Tale." 

Daiana Anadon, leader 
of the feminist Wave, said 
she and hundreds of other 
women will remain outside 
the legislature "until the fi¬ 
nal moment because we 


believe the power of the 
street will move the situa¬ 
tion." 

International human rights 
and women's groups are 
following the vote, and fig¬ 
ures such asU.S. actress Su¬ 
san Sarandon and Cana¬ 
dian author Atwood have 
supported the pro-abortion 
cause in Argentina. 

Jose Miguel Vivanco, di¬ 
rector for the Americas at 
Human Rights Watch, said 
Argentina has a "historic 
opportunity" to protect the 
rights of women. Amnesty 
International has told Ar¬ 
gentine legislatersthat'the 
world iswatching." 

Catholic and evangelical 
groups protested abortion 
with the slogan, "Argentina, 
filicide (killing one's chil¬ 
dren) will be yourruin." 
Women's movements 
acrossSouth America have 
been pushing against de¬ 
cades-old abortion prohibi¬ 
tions 

In neighboring Brazil, sup¬ 
porters and opponents of 


abortion recently testified 
before the Supreme Fed¬ 
eral Tribunal in an extraor¬ 
dinary session on whether 
to allow elective abortions 
during the first 12 weeks of 
pregnancy. 

In Brazil, which is home to 
the world's largest popula¬ 
tion of Catholics and fast¬ 
growing evangelical faiths, 
abortion carries a punish¬ 
ment of up to three years 
in prison. There are three 
exceptions: if a woman is 
raped, pregnancy puts her 
life in danger, or the fetus is 
brain-dead. 

In Chile, the Constitutional 
Court last year upheld leg¬ 
islation ending the Andean 
nation's absolute ban on 
abortions, permitting the 
procedure when a wom¬ 
an's life is in danger, when 
a fetus is not viable and in 
casesof rape. 
Demonstrations in support 
of the Argentine abortion

Score one forthe fa ns who 
showed up in Washington 
with tickets for the game, 
only to be told to go home. 
And score one against a 
players' union that doesn't 
seem to understand the 
WNBA is not the NBA, no 
matter how much the 
playerswant it to be. 

There are no $40 million 
salaries in the WNBA, and 
certainly no private chefs.

"Thomaseventually made it 
up the stairs, onto the put¬ 
ting green and up a slight 
hill to the tee box with thou¬ 
sands of fans crammed on 
both sidesa nd every seat in 
the grandstandsoccupied. 
"That's where some degree 
of normalcy returned. 

He was playing with "Tiger 
Woods. 

"This was only Wednesday 
afternoon, and it's certain 
to be far more boisterous 
for the start of the 100th 
PGA Championship when 
"Thomas tries to become 
only the second player in 
60 years of stroke play to 
successfully defend histitle. 
"The other was Woods, who 
hasdone it twice. 

"Being the deepest field 
in golf and a great golf 
course and a lot of play¬ 
ers trying to knock off that 
major here at the end of 
the year that haven't got¬ 
ten one yet this year... any 
tournament is a tough one 
to win, but this one espe¬ 
cially is," "Thomas said. 
"Thomas is coming off his 
first World Golf Champion¬ 
ship title last week at Fires¬ 
tone and is among the fa¬ 
vorites at Bellerive, which 
was starting to dry out from 
downpours earlier in the 
week. 

A year ago, "Thomas was 
one ofthose guyswho had 
yet to win a major, and he 


wasn't getting much atten¬ 
tion because it had been 
seven months since his last 
victory. Any mention of 
"Thomas included that he 
was 'Jordan Spieth's bud¬ 
dy." 

"Thomashasn't heard that in 
a while. 

He won the PGA Champi¬ 
onship at Quail Hollow (Spi¬ 
eth was among those who 
hung around to share in the 
moment) added a FedEx 
Cup playoff event (Spieth 
was the runner-up), cap¬ 
tured the FedEx Cup and 
the $10 million bonus and 
swept all the big awards, 
just like Spieth had done 
two years earlier. Dating to 
last yea rat the PGA, "Thom¬ 
as has won five times. Spi¬ 
eth has gone more than a 
year without winning. 
"Thomas has come into his 
own. 

"My last couple of wins, or 
maybe lastyearprobably is 
when ... I started to get out 
of that shadow," "Thomas 
said. 

"fhisisa deep friendship that 
transcends any rivalry, and 
"Thomas was never overly 
bothered by the mention of 
being Spieth's close friend. 
He understood that Spieth, 
who turned pro a year ear¬ 
lier and effectively had a 
two-year start on him, has 
more majors, haswon more 
tournaments, reached No.

"I've always been my own 
guy," "Thomas said, "but I 
was perceived by the me¬ 
dia as his buddy.

Playing with Woods — 
along with Brooks Koepka,

Woods might be bigger 
now than when he was 
winning, perhaps because 
fans had every right to

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — 

Nicholas Bett, a Kenyan 
runner who won the 2015 
world championship title in 
the 400-meter hurdles, was 
killed in an early-morning 
car crash Wednesday in 
the country's famed high- 
altitude training region, po¬ 
lice and his coach said. He 
was 28. 

Bett had only just returned 
home this week from the 
African championships in 
Nigeria. 

Nandi county police com¬ 
mander Patrick Wambani 
said Bett was killed in the 
crash on the road between 
Eld o ret and Kapsabet, 
two of Kenya's best-known 
distance-running train¬ 
ing towns in the Rift Valley 
region. He was bom and 
lived in the region. 

Bett was driving alone, 
Wambani said. 

Bett's SUV hit bumps in a 
road and rolled, landing on 
its roof in a ditch, his coach, 
Vincent Mumo, told The As¬ 
sociated Press. Mumo said 
the accident happened at 
about 6 a.m. 

"I'm out of words," Mumo 
said. 'We thank god for his 
life." 

Mumo said Bett's twin 
brother, Aron Koech, who 
is a Iso an athlete, was "be¬ 
yond grief." 

Bett was also the father of 


2-year-old twin boys. 

His gold in the 400 hurdles 
at the 2015 world cham¬ 
pionships in Beijing was a 
breakthrough victory for 
Kenya, normally a power¬ 
house only in middle- and 
long-distance events 
The triumph from Lane 8 
wasa big surprise ashe be- 
c a me the first Kenya n to win 
a major title in the event. It 
signaled that Kenya was 
ready to challenge in the 
shorterdistances, too. 

It was a Iso a significant per¬ 
sona I a c hie ve me nt fo r Bett, 
who was carrying a foot 
injury and ran through the 
pain. Since 2014, the injury 


had become a permanent 
part of his career and he 
learned to deal with it. 

His victory in Beijing was es¬ 
pecially popular in Kenya, 
where Bett was known as a 
humble athlete from a sim¬ 
ple, rural background, like 
many of Kenya's distance¬ 
running champions. 

The difference was Bett 
wasn't a natural. Instead, 
he had to persevere to be 
successful in a punishing 
event and one that isn't 
popular in Kenya. 

He may have been bom 
in the Rift Valley, the heart¬ 
land of Kenyan running, but 
he was initially a volleyball 


player before turning to 
trackand field. He won the 
high jump at the national 
junior trials in 2010 and also 
tried the 110-meter hurdles 
before finally settling on the 
400 hurdles. 

Even then, it didn't come 
easy. He wasn't the best 
hurdler and recalled miss¬ 
ing "about five hurdles" in 
the world championship 
semifinals before sneaking 
through to the final as one 
of the fastest losers. 

He won the final in a Ke¬ 
nyan national record of 
47.79 seconds. 

"I was more shocked to 
run a time I never thought 


I would make in my life," he 
said in an interview for his 
IAAF profile in 2016. "From 
there, my life changed. 

I have been able to do 
things for my family like 
building (a) house, buying 
a tractor." 

J uliusYego, who produced 
another major surprise at 
the same world champi¬ 
onships to win the javelin 
gold for Kenya, wrote on 
Facebook on Wednesday: 
"Dark morning, horrifying 
news! Can't believe it's real 
but go rest with the angels 
Nicholas Bett!" 

"I'm shocked beyond 
words!" Yego added. "My 
roommate in Beijing when 
we won gold together and 
itwasjustthe otherday we 
were in Nigeria." 

Bett also won bronze med¬ 
als at the African champi¬ 
onships in 2014 in the 400 
hurdles and 4x400-meter 
relay. "Bett earned the 
country great honors in his 
outstanding victories," Ke¬ 
nyan President Uhuru Ke- 
nyatta wrote on his official 
Twitter page. "My deepest 
sympathies and heartfelt 
condolences to his family, 
relatives and friends" 

The lAAFsaid itwas'deeply 
saddened and shocked" 
by Bett's death. Athletics 
Kenya said it sent condo¬ 
lences to Bett's family and 
would help organize the 
funeral.Q

Mulvey said he will judge 
Bolt purely on his perfor¬ 
mance during his trial pe¬ 
riod. 

"I've had three dozen guys 
coming in fortria Is. I haven't 
had time to go and watch 
(video of) every player 
that's come in for training," 
he said. "I'm sure when he 
arrives he'll give a good ac¬ 
count for himself and we'll 
see what happens from 
there. If it works, he will be 
offered a contract."

By MAE ANDERSON 
AP Tec hnology Writer 
NEW YORK (AP) — Disney's 
upcoming streaming ser¬ 
vice won't try to compete 
directly with Netflix and 
Amazon, but will focus in¬ 
stead on quality — namely 
original programs from Dis¬ 
ney's "StarWars," Pixarand 
Marvel brands. 

Ihe details from Disney 
CEO Bob Igercame as Dis¬ 
ney reported a growth in 
eamingsforthe latest quar¬ 
ter, though results missed 
expectations. 

With Comcast out of the 
bidding war, Disney isplan- 
ning to move forward with 
its $71.3 billion purchase of 
Fox's entertainment assets, 
in part to boost a Disney- 
branded streaming service 
set to launch in late 2019. 
Disney's shareholders and 
U.S. regulators have ap¬ 
proved the Fox bid. Disney 
is awaiting regulatory ap¬ 
proval overseas. 

In a statement, Igersaid he 
wasexcited about "oppor¬ 
tunities ahead for contin¬ 
ued growth." 

Disney is building the 
streaming service as more 
people switch from tradi¬ 
tional cable TV bundles to 
streaming online though 
services like Amazon and 
Netflix. 

Disney just launched a $5-a- 
month ESPN Plus streaming 
service with sports. If the 
Fox deal closes, it will have 
a controlling stake in Hulu, 
which offers a broad ar¬ 


ray of programming start¬ 
ing at $8 a month. With the 
Disney-branded entertain¬ 
ment service, Disney will 
have more control over its 
movies and TV shows from 
creation to distribution. 
That ultimately gives Disney 
more data to gauge its au¬ 
dience. 

Though a price for the up¬ 
coming entertainment ser¬ 
vice hasn't been set, Iger 
told analysts during a con¬ 
ference call that the price 
will reflect a lower volume 
of shows and movies Net¬ 
flix plans range from $8 to 
$14 a month. 

In the works for the Disney 


service are a live-action 
"Star Wars" series, new epi-

In the fiscal third quarter, 
Disney's net income rose

taxrates, income was$1.87 
pershare. The average es¬ 
timate of four analysts sur¬ 
veyed by lac ks Investment 
Research was for adjusted 
earnings of $1.97 pershare.

$15.23 billion in the period, 
short of the $15.49 billion 
expected by four analysts 
surveyed byZbcks. 

Revenue from the movie 
and TV production business 
jumped 20 percent to $2.88 
billion, boosted by a strong 
box office for "Avengers:

In the fi¬ 
nal minutes of trading on 
Tuesday, shares hit $116.56, 
an increase of almost 10 
percent from a year ago.

tor every accredited per¬ 
son — including athletes, 
officials, staff and media 
— at more than 40 venues, 
games villages and me¬ 
dia centers, Olympic and 
company officials said 
Tuesday. 

Local organizers said To¬ 
kyo will be the first Olympic 
host to introduce the face 
recognition technology 
at all venues The system 
is expected to effectively 
eliminate entry with forged 
IDs, reduce congestion at 
accredited waiting lines 
and reduce athletes' stress 


under hot weather. 

Tsuyoshi Iwashita, Tokyo 
2020 executive director of 
security, said venues that 
are spread within and out¬ 
side of the capital would 
be a big burden in achiev¬ 
ing high levels of security. 
"By introducing the face 
recognition system, we 
hope to achieve high lev¬ 
els of safety, efficiency 
and smooth operation at 
security check points be¬ 
fore entry,"he said, adding 
thatthe system would con¬ 
tribute to less stressful envi¬ 
ron me nt fo r a th lete s.

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New law may force small businesses to leveal data practices

NEWYORK(AP) — A Rhode 
Island software company 
that sells primarily to busi¬ 
nesses is nonetheless mak¬ 
ing sure it complies with a 
strict California law about 
consumers' privacy. 
AVTECH Software is prepar¬ 
ing for what some say is the 
wave of the future: laws re¬ 
quiring businessesto be up¬ 
front with customers about 
how they use personal in¬ 
formation. California hasal- 
ready passed a law requir¬ 
ing businesses to disclose 
what they do with people's 
personal information and 
giving consumers more 
control overhow theirdata 
is used — even the right to 
have it deleted from com¬ 
panies' computers. 

Privacy rights have gotten 
more attention since news 
earlier this year that the 
data firm Cambridge Ana- 
lytica improperly accessed 
Facebookuserinformation. 
New regulations also took 
effect in Europe. 

For AVTECH, which makes 
software to control building 
environmental issues, pre¬ 
paring now makes sense 
not only to lay the ground¬ 
work for future expansion, 
but to reassure customers 
increasingly uneasy about 
what happens to their per¬ 
sonal information. 

"People will look at who 
they're dealing with and 
who they're making pur¬ 
chases from," says Russell 
Benoit, marketing manager 
for the Warren, Rhode Is¬ 
land-based company. 
Aware that California was 
likely to enact a data law, 
AVTECH began reviewing 
how it handles customer 
information last year. Al¬ 


though mostofthe compa¬ 
ny's customers a re business¬ 
es, it expects it will increase 
its sales to consumers. 

While it may yet face legal 
challenges, the California 
Consumer Privacy Act is 
set to take effect Jan. 1, 
2020. It covers companies 
that conduct business in 
California and that fit one 
of three categories: Those 
with revenue above $25 
million; those that collect 
or receive the personal 
information of 50,000 or 
more California consumers, 
households or electronic 
devices; and those who 
get at least half their rev¬ 
enue from selling personal 
information. 

Although many small busi¬ 
nesses may be exempt, 
those subject to the law 
will have to ensure their 
systems and websites can 


comply with consumer in¬ 
quiries and requests. That 
may be an added cost of 
thousands for small com¬ 
panies that don't have in- 
house technology staffers 
and need software and 
consulting help. 
UnderCalifomia'slaw, con¬ 
sumers have the right to 
know what personal infor¬ 
mation companies collect 
from them, why it's collect¬ 
ed and who the businesses 
share, transfer or sell it to. 
That information includes 
names, addresses, email 
addresses, browsing histo¬ 
ries, purchasing histories, 
professional or employ¬ 
ment information, educa¬ 
tional records and infor¬ 
mation about travel from 
GPS apps and programs 
Companies must give con¬ 
sumers at least two ways 
to find out their informa¬ 


tion, including a toll-free 
phone numberand an on¬ 
line form, and companies 
must also give consumers 
a copy of the information 
they've collected. 
Consumers also have the 
right to have their informa¬ 
tion deleted from compa¬ 
nies' computer systems, 
and to opt out of having 
the information sold or 
shared. 

The law was modeled 
on the European Union's 
General Data Protection 
Regulation, which took ef¬ 
fect May 25. The California 
Legislature passed its law 


to prevent a more stringent 
proposed law from being 
placed on the November 
election ballot. 

Frank Samson hopes the 
California law will help pre¬ 
vent what he sees as trou¬ 
bling marketing tactics by 
some in his industry, tak¬ 
ing care of senior citizens 
When people inquire about 
seniorcare companieson- 
line, it's sometimes on sites 
run by brokers rather than 
care providers themselves. 
"It may be in the fine print, 
or it may not be: We're 
going to be taking your 
info and sending it out to 
a bunch of people," says 
Samson, founder of Peta¬ 
luma, California-based Se¬ 
nior Care Authority. 

That steers many would- 
be clients to just a hand¬ 
ful of companies, he says, 
and can mean seniorsand 
families get bombarded 
with callswhile dealing with 
stressful situations. 

But ma ny unknowns rema in 
about the California law. 
The state attorney general's 
office mustwrite regulations 
to accompany several pro¬ 
visions There are inconsis¬ 
tencies between different 
sections of the law, and 
the Legislature would need 
to correct them, says Mark 
Brennan, an attorney with 
Hogan Lovells in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., who spec ia lizes in 
technology and consumer 
protection lawsO

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Experts question benefits of fluoride-free toothpaste

Dental health experts worry 
that more people are using 
toothpaste that skips the 
most important ingredient 
— fluoride — and leaves 
them at a greater risk of 
cavities. 

Most toothpastes already 
contain fluoride. While 
health authorities recog¬ 
nize fluoride as a cav¬ 
ity blocker, the internet is 
dotted with claims, often 
from "natural" toothpaste 
marketers and alternative 
medicine advocates, that 
fluoride-free toothpaste 
also prevents cavities. 
Dental authorities disagree. 
"It's really important to de¬ 
bunk this idea that brush¬ 
ing yourteeth stopsdecay. 
You need to have the fluo¬ 
ride," said Damien Walms- 
ley, a scientific adviser to 
the British Dental Associa¬ 
tion and dentistry professor 
at the University of Bimning- 
ham. 

lhatview was underscored 
this week by an article in 
the dental journal Ger- 
odontology that reviewed 
the scientific literature on 
cavities. Its primary conclu¬ 
sion is that, without fluoride, 
oral hygiene efforts have 
"no impact"on cavity rates 
The idea that just brushing 
teeth doesn't stop cavities 
haslangely been accepted 
among individual research¬ 
ers for decades, but not 
always by the public. Den¬ 
tists generally recommend 
fluoride for cavity fighting, 
but even some of them 
continue to believe that 
the mechanics of wiping 
yourteeth clean of plaque 
also reduces cavities. The 
review findings, published 
Monday, gave pause to at 
least one dentist. 

"It violates certain principles 
we've been taught and 
that we teach and that we 
believe," said Richard Nie- 


derman, a dentist and pro¬ 
fessor at New York Univer¬ 
sity who saw an advance 
copy of the study and 
found the findings credible. 
'What it says to me is that 
the toothbrush is just a de¬ 
livery system." 

Few studies of the ques¬ 
tion have been carried out 
in recent years because 
the value of fluoride has 
been widely accepted for 
decades. In the review, 
University of Washington 
researchers looked for 
high-quality studies since 
1950 and found just three. 
They were carried out in 
the U.S. and Great Britain 
and published from 1977 
to 1981. They involved a 
total of 743 children aged 
10 to 13 years who flossed 
and brushed forup to three 
years. 

When the studies were 
evaluated statistically as a 
whole, there was no signifi¬ 
cant cavity reduction from 
simply brushing or flossing 
without fluoride. 

Dentist J. Leslie Winston, 


oral care directorforCrest- 
toothpaste maker Procter 
& Gamble, said the review 
"serves as an important re¬ 
minder." 

"Despite a large body of 
scientific evidence, there 
are growing numbers of 
consumers who believe 
that all toothpastes are the 
same and that as long as 
you clean yourteeth effec¬ 
tively with a toothbrush or 
other device which cleans 
in-between the teeth, you 
can prevent decay," he 
said in a statement. 

The market share for flu¬ 
oride -f re e toothpaste is 
closely held company 
data. Industry sources esti¬ 
mate it at no more than 5 
percent of all toothpaste 
sold, but with projected 
growth of over 5 percent 
annually. On Monday, 
Tom's of Maine antiplaque 
and whitening toothpaste, 
which is fluoride-free, was 
listed as the second-best 
selling toothpaste on Am¬ 
azon's online buying plat¬ 
form. 


Pauljessen, a brand man¬ 
ager at Tom's of Maine, 
said 'the products that 
don't contain fluoride that 
we offer do not promise 
that benefit" to fight cavi¬ 
ties. He said his company's 
customers generally under¬ 
stand this. 

Yet customer comment on 
Amazon's website some¬ 
times indicates otherwise, 
with many reviews insisting 
that the company's fluo- 
ride-free toothpaste does 
fight cavities. "If you brush 
regularly with or without 
fluoride, you reduce the risk 
of cavities,"assertsone cus¬ 
tomer. 

Oral care companies 
themselves also stray into 
such claims. The website of 
Revitin non-fluoride tooth¬ 
paste says it "strengthens 
your teeth against tooth 
decay." 

Gerald Curatola, the den¬ 
tist who founded Revitin 
and now serves as chief 
science officer, called the 
review "misleading." He 
said that the latest science 
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suggests that a healthy mix 
of oral bacteria is key to 
dental health. "I don't think 
fluoride makesa difference 
at aII," he said. 

However, referring to his 
company's decay-fighting 
claim, he added: "Afterthis 
call, I'm probably going to 
remove that from the web¬ 
site, because I don't think 
that should be on there, 
because I didn't know that 
wason there." 

J eff Davis, the C EO of Shef¬ 
field Pharmaceuticals that 
sells toothpaste with and 
without fluoride, said it's 
"pretty established "that flu¬ 
oride is what helps reduce 
cavities. But he said some 
people worry about the 
ha rmful effect of too much 
fluoride and so choose flu¬ 
oride-free toothpaste. 

Even without fluoride, den¬ 
tists say there's some value 
in brushing. Philippe Hujoel, 
the dentist and University 
of Washington professor 
who led the dental review, 
said oral hygiene without 
fluoride might produce real 
cavity-fighting effects too 
small to detect in a study, 
or adults might conceiv¬ 
ably benefit where the chil¬ 
dren in the studies did not. 
And toothbrushing did re¬ 
duce swollen gums in Hu- 
joel's review. Brushing the 
teeth may also dislodge 
stuck food and help pa¬ 
tients recoverfrom oral sur¬ 
gery. 

Dentist Matthew Messina, a 
spokesman for the Ameri¬ 
can Dental Association, 
said mechanical brushing 
can also help avoid decay 
that sometimes forms, es¬ 
pecially in olderpeople, at 
the normally hidden roots 
of teeth, which wasoutside 
the scope of this review. 
'The study is important," he 
added, "because the study 
is supporting what we've 
been contending for a 
long time."The ADA recom¬ 
mends using fluoride tooth¬ 
pastes. 

The review also cited a 
2009 analysis of studies in¬ 
volving 60,000 people that 
found fluoride rinse pre¬ 
vents cavities a bout a swell 
asfluoride toothpaste. 

In 2016, The Associated 
Press reported on the poor 
scientific evidence for the 
benefits of flossing. □ 
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Miss America head Gietchen Carison seeks 'healing process'

Gretchen Carlson, the for¬ 
mer Fox News host now in 
charge ofthe MissAmerica 
Organization, says the or¬ 
ganization needs to heal 
a rift that has seen 20 state 
groupscallforherand oth- 
ertop leaders to resign. 

In an interview with The As¬ 
sociated Press that Carl¬ 
son said would be her last 
on the subject, she said 
Miss America officials at 
all levels need to be "on 
the same page" and she 
hoped that would happen 
before the next MissAmer¬ 
ica is crowned in Atlantic 
City on Sept. 9. 

"It would be important that 
we all try to come together 
and have a healing pro¬ 
cess," she said. 

Yet Carlson, chairwoman 
ofthe MissAmerica Orga¬ 
nization, dismissed criticsas 
"a noisy minority" unhappy 
over the elimination of the 
swimsuit competition from 
this year's nationally tele¬ 
vised broadcast and resis¬ 
tant to change in general. 
Carlson, who was Miss 
America in 1989, also said 
on Tuesday the decision to 
eliminate the swimsuitcom- 
petition hasmade the pag¬ 
eant more relevant and 
has been praised by many 
supporters who considered 
the pageantoutdated and 
demeaning to women. 
Twenty-two state-lev¬ 
el pageant officials last 
month signed a letter ex¬ 
pressing no confidence 
in Carlson, president and 
CEO Regina Hopper and 
the current board, claiming 
"MissAmerica 2.0 is simply a 
new title for the same old 
tactics of obfuscation and 
fear-based governance." 
Two states later disassoci¬ 
ated themselves from the 
letter, Carlson said. 

Several opponents told the 
AP actions are being con¬ 
sidered forthe week of the 
MissAmerica competition, 
including litigation, news 
conferences and public 
demonstrations outside 
Boardwalk Hall, where the 
pageant will take place. 
However, at least 30 former 
MissAmericas have voiced 
confidence in the current 
leadership.

She said the rein¬ 
vention of MissAmerica isa 
turnaround that would typi- 
c a lly ta ke two to four yea rs 
in the corporate world but 
had to be done in eight 
months, forcing people to 
come to termswith it much 
quickerthan usual. 

Carlson and Hopper were 
among a wave of female 
leadership swept into office 
after emails from former 
pageant leaders denigrat¬ 
ing the appearance, intel¬ 
lect a nd sex lives of ex-M iss 
Americas surfaced last De¬ 
cember. But the decision to 
drop the swimsuit competi¬ 
tion and the way oppo¬ 
nents say it was presented 
to them led many to rethink 
their initial support for the 
new regime.

By UNDSEY BA HR 
IDS ANGELES (AP) — It's 
been 25year5since a major 
Hollywood studio released 
an English-language film 
with a primarily Asian cast. 
The la st wa s Wa yne Wa ng's 
adaptation of the genera¬ 
tional tear-jerker 'The Joy 
Luck Club," which was re¬ 
leased in 1993. 

But that dry spell is about 
to end with the release of 
the opulent romantic com¬ 
edy 'Crazy Rich Asians" 
on Wednesday Aug. 15. 
The film is based on Kevin 
Kwan's best-selling book 
abouta Chinese-American 
woman who gets a culture 
shock when she meets her 
boyfriend's wealthy family 
in Sngapore. 

Veteran producer Nina Ja¬ 
cobson said that when she 
and herColorForce partner 
Brad Simpson ('The Hunger 
Games") read Kwan's man¬ 
uscript, they knew it had to 
be a movie. 

'We just tore through it,"J a- 
cobson said. "Itwasso spe¬ 
cific that it became really 
universal: Anybody who 
haseverfaced in-lawswho 
felt that they were not wor¬ 
thy of their beloved." 


They knew that the film 
would likely never survive 
the studio development 
process, however, and de¬ 
cided to have a vision, a 
script and a budget to sell 
asa package before going 
to the marketplace. Ivan- 
hoe Pictures' John Penotti 
signed onto help and War¬ 


ner Bros, would ultimately 
join to partnerwith them to 
release the film. 

"Hollywood has done a bit 
of a disservice by not tak¬ 
ing us into these worlds," 
Smpson said. 'There is a 
hunger for not just token 
representation but to really 
dive into the world of differ¬ 
ent ethnic itie sand races." 
Meanwhile, Jon M. Chu, 
who would eventually sign 
on to direct 'Crazy Rich 
Asians," had already been 
hearing about this new 
bookfrom family members. 
His last name is the same 
as that of the main char¬ 
acter, Rachel Chu, and 
they're both from Cuper¬ 
tino. There's even a refer¬ 
ence to his family in Kwan's 
book, but ultimately the 
book spoke to the unique¬ 
ness of the Asian-Ameri- 
can experience. "I think a 
lot of Asia n-Americ a ns go 
through the same journey 
... I relate to having that 
dual cultural identity of be¬ 
ing full-on all-American, all- 
California boy, but having 
a Chinese side to me,"Chu 
said. "I remember going to 
Asia for the first time and 
there'sa very specific emo¬ 
tion that you feel that's like, 
'Oh, this feels like home but 
it's not my home a nd these 
people don't see me asbe- 
ing pa rt of this.' Then when 
you're home you start to 
notice people may not see 
you as part of that either." 


Having known Jacobson 
and Simpson for years, he 
knew they would "protect" 
the film and do it right. He 
signed on to transport au- 
diencesto an unbelievable 
world of wealth, privilege 
and tradition — part Edith 
Wharton, part 'Gossip Girl." 
Chu broughton Malaysian- 
born screenwriter Adele 
Lim to give the script an 
Asia n spec ific ity a nd set off 
to assemble hisdream cast. 
The worldwide search had 
casting directors looking 
in Canada, New York, Los 
Angeles, Beijing, Shanghai, 
Hong Kong, London, Aus¬ 
tralia, Singapore and Ma¬ 
laysia. All had to be English- 
speaking — and have the 
right accents, too. 

"Fresh Off the Boat" star 
Constance Wu waschosen 
to play the lead, Rachel. 
They found an unknown to 
play her boyfriend, Nick, 
in Henry Golding, a hand¬ 
some and charismatic TV 
host who had the perfect 
English accent to play the 
London-schooled heir, and 
cast Michelle Yeoh to be 
his disap proving mother, El¬ 
eanor. But even this hand¬ 
picked ensemble caused 
some consternation on the 
internet over the specific 
ethnicities and whether 
they matched exactly with 
what the book la id out. 

Chu said that there's even 
a discussion is important. 

But just the mere fact of 


a film having a female 
Asian-American lead and 
a majority pan-Asian cast 
is significant. A USC Study 
found that 37 of the top 100 
films from 2017 featured no 
Asian-American speaking 
characters, despite making 
up 5.6 percent of the U.S. 
population. 

"Since I've graduated from 
drama school I never get 
to play the lead,"Wu said. 
'The fact that Asian-Amer- 
icans never get to center 
the narrative means that 
their parts are always go¬ 
ing to be not as whole and 
fie shed-out." 

That made it an emotional 
experience for many on 
the set. 

"Everyone had gone 
through the process of 
what it's like to be an Asian- 
American in Hollywood or 
around the world," Chu 
said. 'You could see the 
difference between some¬ 
one like Michelle Yeoh who 
literally said, 'I'm the ma¬ 
jority where I'm from so I 
don't understand the plight 
that you guys are going 
through.' It was very shock¬ 
ing forherto see how it af¬ 
fected these young actors 
and how people would 
just c ry on the set a nd how 
happy they were that they 
got to do this." 

Jacobson described it as 
a "joyful sense of purpose 
that we all shared." 

Wu, who is an outspoken 
advocate for Asian repre¬ 
sentation on social media, 
said the film is significant 
for differentiating the Asian 
experience and the Asian- 
American experience. 

'You show that our culture 
is more than just skin-deep," 
Wu said. 'You show oursimi- 
larities and how we're dif¬ 
ferent." 

Warner Bros, has been en¬ 
thusiastically promoting the 
movie for months, with ear¬ 
ly screenings for press and 
influe ncers a like, along with 
a full-force ad campaign. 

"I hope people go see it 
because I think we have a 
great movie and if they go 
see it, it changes things," 
Chu said. "People have to 
show up. I guarantee four 
new stories of Asian-Ameri- 
cans will be greenlit in two 
weeks if it comes out and 
doeswell. □

WARSAW, Poland (AP) — 

American photographer 
Chuck Fishman was just 21 
when he began traveling 
behind the Iron Curtain in 
1975 to document a J ewish 
community on the verge 
of dying out after centu¬ 
ries of existence in Poland. 
He couldn't have foreseen 
a J ewish revival that came 
afterthe fall of communism 
in 1989. 

A new photo exhibition 
opened this week in War¬ 
saw that brings together 
Fishman's early documen¬ 
tation of a melancholy and 
declining J ewish world with 
the revival of traditions by 
the third and fourth gener¬ 
ation afterthe Holocaust, a 
transformation that left him 
astounded. 

Titled "Re-Generation: J ew¬ 
ish Life in Poland," the ex¬ 
hibition showing at the 
Jewish Historical Institute in 
Warsaw will run until Oct. 28 
and then go to the Galicia 
Jewish Museum in Krakow 
for several more months. 


Fishman, now 65, told 
The Associated Press on 
Wednesday that his moti¬ 
vation fordocumenting Po- 
land'sj ewsin the 1970sand 
1980swasto document his¬ 
tory before the centuries- 
old J ewish community died 
out completely. 

On the eve of the Holo¬ 


caust, Polish Jews num¬ 
bered around 3.3 million, 
the largest community in 
Europe. Most were killed by 
Nazi Germany, while post¬ 
war violence and an anti- 
Semitic campaign by the 
Polish communist regime in 
1968 forced most of the sur¬ 
vivors into exile.

"It was supposed to be the 
last of 1,000 years of Polish 
Jewish life. That's what ev¬ 
eryone was saying — ev¬ 
eryone," Fishman said. "And 
if it was not for the fall of 
communism, it would have 
been the end." 

Fishman did five report¬ 
ing trips to Poland from 


1975-1983, often to cover 
other historical events, like 
the first visit of Polish Pope 
John Paul II to his home- 
la nd in 1979 a nd the rise in 
the 1980s of Lech Walesa's 
anti-communist Solidarity 
movement. On those trips 
he also turned his camera 
on Yiddish-speaking Holo¬ 
caust survivors who gath¬ 
ered in derelict buildingsto 
pray together. At the time, 
J ewish life took place in pri¬ 
vate because of fears of 
discrimination. 

In some caseshe managed 
to capture those praying 
during Sabbath services 
While some opposed him 
taking pictures on the Sab¬ 
bath, a violation of Jewish 
law, Fishman recalled that 
others were willing to over¬ 
look it. "I was this nice J ew¬ 
ish boy from America," Fish¬ 
man sa id, rec a Ming how the 
sympathetic worshippers 
with non-verbal language 
seemed to be saying: 
"leave him alone. What's 
the difference? When 
we're gone there's nothing 
here.'Q 


Oscars add popular film category, sets earlier2020 date

John Bailey, the newly re¬ 
elected president of the 
Academy of Motion Pic¬ 
ture Arts and Sciences, and 
film Academy CEO Dawn 
Hudson said in an email 
to members Wednesday 
morning that the Board 
of Governors met Tues¬ 
day night to approve the 
changes. 

Ratings for the 90th Acade- 
myAwardsfellto a nail-time 
low of 26.5 million viewers, 
down 19 percent from the 
previous year and the first 
time the glitzy awards cer¬ 
emony had fewer than 30 
million viewers since 2008. 
Hosted by J immy Kimmel, 
the ceremony a Iso clocked 
it at nea rly four hours, ma k- 
ing it the longest show in 
overa decade. 


'We have heard from many 
of you a bout improvements 
needed to keep the Oscars 
and ourAcademy relevant 
in a changing world," Hud¬ 
son and Bailey wrote. 


In an effort to keep future 
ceremonies to three hours, 
the awards will be present¬ 
ed live and during com¬ 
mercial breaks. Specific 
categories will be deter¬ 


mined at a later date, but 
the winning moments will 
be edited and aired in a 
laterbroadcast. 

The film academy is also 
shifting the date for the 


92nd Academy Awards 
to earlier in the year. The 
2019 ceremony will still air 
on Feb. 24, while the 2020 
show will move to Feb. 9. 
The addition of a popular 
film category caused the 
most chatter Wednesday 
morning, as a clear effort 
to attract a larger audi¬ 
ence by honoring bigger 
and more seen films. Bailey 
and Hudson said eligibility 
requirements will be deter¬ 
mined at a later date. It 
wasn't specified whether 
it would be added for the 
91st Academy Awards this 
February. 

Oscar viewership is often 
tied to the box-office mus¬ 
cle of the big nominees 
The 2018 best picture win¬ 
ner, 'The Shape of Water," 
had grossed $57.4 million 
in the United States by the 
time the awards aired and

MIAMI BEACH, Ha. (AP) — 

A yearafter Will and Daniel 
Payne lost their mom, and 
nearly two decades since 
their father's death, it was 
time to follow their wishes 
for the afterlife. 

As they board a boat with 
three generations of fam¬ 
ily, the brothers slip into 
flippers and de-fog their 
masks. Will, who became 
a certified scuba diver just 
dayseaifier, checks his oxy¬ 
gen tank and jumps into 
the azure waters to secure 
a concrete marker mixed 
with theirashesata memo¬ 
rial reef about three miles 
out to sea. 

This unusual resting place 
is exactly what the Paynes 
say their parents wanted. 
Buel Payne, a former Coast 
Guard member, and Linda 
Payne, who grew up on 
the water and loved boat¬ 
ing, will spend their afterlife 
in a memorial modeled af¬ 
ter the lost city of Atlantis, 
among impressive lion stat¬ 
ues and ornate gates and 
pillars that encrusted with 
sea life. 

It took nearly four years 
for multiple government 
agencies to sign off on this 
underwater mausoleum, 
which is designed to en¬ 
courage a healthy eco¬ 
system. Roughly a decade 
later, the Neptune Memo¬ 
rial Reef is home to the 
cremated remains of 1,500 
people, and any snorkeler 
or scuba diver can visit. 

The Paynes are the first to 



be memorialized in the 
reef's expansion, which 
opened this summer and 
will make room foran addi¬ 
tional 4,000 memorials over 
16 acres, about 40 feet 
deep. Placements start 
around $1,500 and can go 
up to $8,000, with the prici¬ 
est placements forspecia I- 
ized shapes like sea turtles 
and stingrays or for promi¬ 
nent spots throughout the 
city like the lions. 

With reefs struggling world¬ 
wide against coral bleach¬ 
ing and other threats, the 
memorial's builders are 
providing coral a head 
start. The concrete struc¬ 
tures offer a high pH level. 



enabling sea creatures to 
flourish. 

'We're seeing animals here 
that we haven't seen be¬ 
fore. Ones that have been 
missing for a long time," 
says Jim Hutslar, the reef's 
operations director and 
one of the founders. "We 
actually found a long spine 
sea urchin that was consid¬ 
ered extinct in the Carib¬ 
bean Sea." 

Sara Thanner, an environ¬ 
mental supervisor for the 
Department of Regulatory 
and Economic Resources, 
says an April survey showed 
the reef supports more than 
65 different fish, shrimp and 
lobster and 75 other spe¬ 
cies including sponges, soft 
corals, and hard corals 
For people making end-of- 
life plans, the reef means 
being part of something 
living. Hutslar is hoping that 
decadesfrom now,the me¬ 
morial will have grown into 
a massive coral reef where 
individual markers will no 
longer be distinguishable, 
and 'family members will 
just know their loved ones 
are part of it." 

'We're creating life after 
life,"he said. 

While Hutslar, Will and an¬ 
other diver descended to 
the ocean floor, Daniel and 
his wife and three children 
snorkeled on the surface, 
gazing down through the 
strong clear currents. They 


spotted a parrot fish, barra¬ 
cuda and a monster snook. 
Abundant schools of small, 
colorful fish darted in and 
out of the sculptures. 

They had picked out a 
small bronze headstone 
reading "Together at Last" 
to mark the ashes, add¬ 
ing their thumbprints on a 
decorative concrete sea 
shell. The divers picked a 
spot amid the underwater 
city's striking columns and 
statues. 

"It's just amazing. It's so 
peaceful," Will, 48, of 
Sachse, Texas, said af¬ 
ter surfacing. "If there is a 
heaven, that would be it 
forthem." 

Back on the boat, the fam¬ 


ily snacked on cookiesand 
oranges and enjoyed a 
day at sea, laughing, hug¬ 
ging and crying at times 
The men's aunt and uncle 
also brought red roses that 
each memberofthe family 
tossed overboard. 

Daniel, 41, of Princeton, 
Texas, said he plans to get 
scuba-certified so he can 
see it up close, and return 
every year. 

"I really didn't get it when 
(my mom) was telling me 
about it and the more and 
more I think about it, it's re¬ 
ally a nice, peaceful spot 
for your last resting place," 
he said. 

Hutslar and his partners 
were solely focused on 
supporting marine life at 
first, figuring the cemetery 
would help pay for the reef. 
But he's helped hundreds 
of families say goodbye to 
their loved ones over the 
years, giving him a calling 
he'scome to cherish. 

"This has actually become 
my favorite part — being 
with the families," said Hut¬ 
slar. 

Memorials for children es¬ 
pecially stick in his mind. 
There's something healing 
about the ocean. He says 
you can see it when fami¬ 
lies return to the surface. 
"You can watch something 
wash away,"he said. 

It happened again, Hutslar 
said, as Will Payne paid his 
final respects. 

"I hope you're happy where 
you're at. I love you," Payne 
whispered through his 
mouthpiece. "Keep an eye 
on us."q
